I have been asked 
so 
many times 
the past few days how I stood on the 
school deficit question that I thought 
best to give to the press of our city 
briefly my views on the question. 
It seems to me a pity that some of 
our good citizens should ever consider 
for a moment doing otherwise 
than 
voting to pay for the services so fiath- 
fully and efficiently rendered by the 
teachers and janitors in our public 
school the last few 
weeks 
of 
our 
school year. 
Many of the 
teachers 
and janitors have of necessity been 
compelled to use their salaries as fast 
as earned during most of the year, de­ 
pending upon the last two or three 
months' salary to provide the funds 
for the few luxuries, needed vacations, 
or (in the ease of teachers) additional 
schooling for themselves to better lit 
them for their duties. The holding up 
of their pay would be a real hardship. 
an injustice. 
They have earned their 
money and should be paid promptly. 
The fact that the law does not pro­ 
vide for promptly meeting such deficit 
makes it more obligatory upon us to 
do the one thing in our power to pro­ 
vide funds to pay the just bills; i. e.: 
vote the special tax. 
The fact that our overworked, and 
non-compensated, 
much 
discussed 
school board has been criticised and 
censured for following the old beaten 
path of carrying over a deficit from 
year to year (and have made it a lit­ 
tle large this year than usual, on ac­ 
count of our large increase of school 


attendance) does not enter into the 
merits of this particular case. We have 
had the services and should pay for 
them. 
The taxpayers of Santa Ana, our 
"City 
of 
Resources” 
and 
“City 
of 
Homes” have nobly responded to the 
call for $200,000 Poly Nigh bonds, and 
the growth of oui schools is high tes­ 
timony to the wisdom of such charac­ 
ter building implements. 
Toe Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and Board of Super­ 
visors are doing all,they can to attract 
people to our rich aud beautiful city. 
Let us not undo oho noble 
deed 
or 
jeopardize our investment of $200,000 
in high schools by having it go out 
that we could not' pay our teachers 
and janitors. 
Who will be willing to accept Hie 
arduous office of school trustee in the 
future if we cannot stand by them in 
times of stress and trouble? 
They 
have to work for nothing and board 
themselves as it is, and they are sit­ 
ting ui) nights trying 
to 
solve our 
problems long after many of us are in 
the land of blissful d ream -j, or else .en 
joying 
the 
sociable 
company 
of 
friends. 
Let us all forget any little real or 
imaginary diuerences or 
grievances 
and go to the polls 
and 
vote 
yes. 
Others have touched upon the growth 
of our schools and needs of increased 
funds to maintain them, so I will not 
say anything further on that line. 
This tax asked for now is to pay 
our one hundred or 
more 
teachers 
what is due them.

unconcernedly but with interest of her 
journey from the 
Mexican 
capital,

and if all goes well in the disrupted 
republic she expects to return south 
sometime in September. 
For 
three 
years Miss Warne has been a nurse in 
the American Hospital in Mexico City, 
consequently

the bombardment of the city, and has 
seen the capital pass through all the 
near panics and their reactions with 
which American readers are familiar.
